Dear Mr.President:- 


Since writing you on the 30th April, we 
have had the Committee of Valuation, appointed by the 
leadquarters staff, at work assessing the equipment of 
the hospital and making recommendations as to what 
material of ours they wish to retain, and what to leave 
with us. We received word today that they will not 
take over the X-Ray Plant, the Typewriters or our Surgical 
tables. Most of the other stuff, however, they can use 
here and have decided to retain. They have placed a fair 
valuation on everything they are going to keep and it 
appeals to me as being quite a satisfactory arrangement. 

A wave of economy has struck the area and for that reason 
the X-Ray plant was not taken over as the price is from 
four to five times that of the X-Ray machine of Army 
pattern. Then we have two Typewriters, which however, hey 
do not require as they can supply the new hospital from 
Army sources. The Mayo Operating Tables they consider a 
luxury which they cannot afford. Most of the Gatch 

frames will be taken over however, as these supply a 

want which has been much felt in the area, 


No further word has been received concern- 
ing the recall of the unit, and we are carrying on as if 
our stay here would be indefinite, The difficulty seems 
to be in the matter of transportation, but I have been 
led to believe that as soon as the situation in the 
Meditteranean clears, we shall be ordered on, 


Captains Pearse, Imrie, Sharp and Marlow, 
whom I spoke to you about in my letter of 30th April, 
have been retained in England, and the first three mentioned 
will probably rejoin us on our return, 


There is nothing much to report in the 
matter of routine. Work is going on satisfactorily and 
the number of patients remains at from 1300 to 1400 daily. 
We are getting a few more cases of Dysentery than we have 
had for some time, but on account of the coolness of the 
weather so far, the Malarial season has not commenced, 


On the whole the health of the wnit keeps 
good. Captain Shields is laid up atnpresent with a mild 
attack of Dysentery. Miss Fraser and Miss Martin are in 
hospital with slight attacks of Appendicitis. 
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Miss Bastedo has been off duty for a few days with 
Bronchitis and Miss Stewart and Miss Jackson are having 
a week's rest at the Convalescent Home for Nurses. Apart 
from this everybody else is in pretty good shape. 


Judging from the kind of weather we have been 
having of late, most of which has been dull end cool, 
prospects appear to be bright for a much less severe 


summer than that of last year.

We have endeavoured to provide some diversion 
for all ranks by arranging a serbes of picnics in the 
surrounding district.
